"On the night of July 26 the 
Japs came toward our Jine scream- 
ing," he related, "and sóme ot 
them succeeded fn getting through. 

"The next morning my group 
moved to a new sector. About 
of the Japs who had raced 
through our lines the night befors 
were seen jibbering in the woods. 
They saw us about the same time. 
Bullets began zipping everywhere, 
My outfit. killed every one ot 
them, but not before four of us 
were wounded." 

Wilkinson praised. the, Navy 
Corpsmen who, he said, were ad- 
ministering to him within min- 
útes after he fell. He was remov- 
ed later to the beach, where blood 
plasma was given him. He was 
evacuated then to a hospital ship. 

A graduate of the Pahokee 
High School, Wilkinson enlisted 1n 
the Marines in June, 1942. Hav- 
ing taken-part in the Bougain- 
ville campaign, he was a battle 
veteran before 'engagiíg im the 
Guam drive.
